Mrs.  Dr.  E.  S.  Hudson. 
The  exploits  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Hudson 
as  exposed  in  the  Boston  Sunday  Her- 
aU  of  Inst  Sunday,  created  quite  a 
ripple  of  excitement  in  this  town,  as 
Cohasset,  although  not  mentioned  in 
the  HtraU  article,  has  had  considera- 
ble experience  with  this  "gay  deceiv- 
er." Mrs.  Hudson  made  her  appear- 
ance here  in  the  summer  of  1883  and 
engaged  board  with  Mrs.  Z.  C.  Small, 
at  whose  residence  she  remained  dur- 
ing her  stay  of  about  two  months  in 
Cohasset  While  here  she  practiced 
her  calling  as  a  physician,  and,  we 
learn,  with  very  fair  success,  having 
made  a  number  of  cures  in  cases 
which  had  been  in  the  hands  of  our 
local  physicians  for  long  periods.  The 
amount  of  her  board  bill  at  Mrs. 
Small's,  part  of  which  we  learn  is 
unpaid  at  this  date,  we  are  unable  to 
ascertain.  In  the  Herald  article  we 
fail  to  find  any  livery  men  among  Mrs. 
Hudson's  victims  but  Cohasset  must 
claim  a  little  distinction  in  that  line. 
On  first  arriving  here  Mrs.  Hudson 
made  herself  acquainted  with  Rev. 
Mr.  Yager  who  was  preaching  here  at 
the  time,  and  he  at  once  took  a  friend- 
ly interest  in  her  welfare.  Through 
this  friendly  interest  Mr.  C.  F.  B.

The  bill  for  $20  is  still 
paid  and  Mr.  Tilden  has  changed  the 
amount  to  profit  and  loss.  At  Mr.  F. 
W.  Browne's  drug  store  Mrs.  Hudson 
left  a  very  small  bill,  less  than  f  1.00, 
which  Mr.  Browne  Informs  us  would 
undoubtedly  have  been  paid  had  the 
hill  been  presented.  Miss  F.  H. 
Nichols,  dry  goods  dealer,  was  foriu- 
collccting  her  bill  of  a  small 
amount,  about  %io  we  believe,  after 
considerable  trouble  and  some  little 
solid  busiuess  conversation  with  Mrs. 
Hudson.  Miss  Hattie  Morse,  laun- 
dress, was  also  fortunate  in  thinking 
little  game  which  she  worked 
successfully  on  Mrs.  H.  After  having 
trusted  Mrs.  Hudson  to  quite  a  large 
amount  for  laundry  work  nnd  having 
repeatedly  tried,  in  vain,  to  collect  the 
amount,  Miss  Morse  conceived  the 
idea  of  holding  the  next  lot  of  work 
which  she  received  until  the  entire 
bill  was  paid.  This  experiment  she 
tried  <dih  successful  results  and  the 
entire  amount  of  the  bill  was  paid, 
Numerous  other  persons,  some  of

Old  Colony  Corporation. 

During  the  past  railroad  year  of  the 
Old  Colony  Corporation,  7,836,501 
passengers  were  carried  on  that  line. 
The  income  on  the  passenger  business 
over  the  previous  yeiir  was  noticeable.

Washington  Letter. 

Wahhinotok,  D.C.,  Feb.  16,  1880. 
Ur..Edltor: 

At  last  the  election  Is  really  over.  Last 
Wednesday  lbe  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives met  in  joint  assemhly,  in  tbe 
hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
[irocoeded  to  connt  the  electoral  vole. 
Heurs  before  the  galleries  were  thrown 
open,  and  crowds  of  people  assembled  in 
the  corridors.  Preclsoly  at  t2  o'clock  the 
two  Houses  met,  nnd  Mr.  Edmnnds,  Pres. 
pro  tempore  of  the  Sena  e,  look  the  chair. 
Tbe  states  were  rend  hy  the  tellers  in  al- 
phabetical order  snd  their  votes  recorded. 
The  counting  occupied  a  little  over  an 
hoar.  Mr.  Edmnnds  rose  and  after  a  few 
remarks  declared  Cleveland  and  Hendricks 
elccled  President  and  Vice  President  re- 
specUvely.  The  Immense  crowds  tn  the 
galleries  then  bnrst  Into  applause  which 
lasted  fnlly  five  minutes.  After  the  count- 
ing was  over,  lhe  Senate  returned  to  its 
obamber  and  proceeded  with  tls  regular 
business.  The  House  look  a  recess  for  fif- 
teen minutes  nnd  then  resumed  the  con- 
sideration of  the  appropriation  hill.  In 
declaring  Cleveland  nnd  Hendricks  elected 
president  and  vice  president,  Mr.  Edmunds 
said  be  did  so,  as  tt  was  enstomary,  hnt 
without  authority.  These  remarks  show 
thnt  there  is  a  great  defect  in  our  electoral 
laws  which  shonld  immediately  be 
died.  The  Senate  had  a  severe  set  back 
last  week  when  tbe  Honse  committee 
fereign  affairs  submitted  their  report  tn 
regard  to  the  senate  dynamite  lesolntlons.

As  Senator 
Riddleberger  was  tbe  only  one  who  op- 
posed the  resolutions  tn  tbe  senate,  he 
therefore  be  the  only  dignified  sena- 
Mr.  Cleveland's  cahlnet  slate  reminds 
one  of  tbe  old  fifteen  pnrzle  which  created 
snch  an  excitement  and  drove  so  many 
people  insane.

A  biography  of  Ahraham  Lincoln  ha* 
rerently  been  pnbUthed.  It  Is  from  the 
pen  of  tho  lata  Isaac  X.  Arnold,  nod.  Is 
e  ru'dered  particularly  trust  worthy.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Arnold  Lincoln'*  fore- 
father* had  been  backwoodsmen  and 
Indian  flifliter.  for  several  generation*. 
His  grandfather  camo  to  Kentucky  soon 
after  Daniel  Boon*  and  his  father  pushed 
on  to  Indiana  when  that  territory  In  torn 
was  the  frontier.  Faithful  to  tho  Instinct 
that  had  kept  his  progenitor*  on  the  front 
ware  of  Immigration,  Lincoln,  himself,  at 
twenty-one,  found  Indiana  too  crowded, 
and  went  .till  further  westward  into  tho 
heart  of  Illinois.  At  that  time  he  could 
read,  write  and  cipher,  having  hod  In  all 
Just  twelvo  month*'  echoollng'.  Ho  never 
went  to  achool  afterward.  Bnt  the  few 
volume*  to  be  found  In  hi*  father"*  log 
bouse  and  the  neighboring  cabin*  be 
almost  knew  by  heart  It  Is  a  significant 
fact  that  among  the  hnlf  n  dozen  book* 
that  during  hi*  youth  gnvo  direction  to 
hi*  sympathies  and  aspirations,  and  that 
endowed  him  with  his  snrprWng  mastery 
of  terse,  Idiomatic  English,  wero  the 
Bihle,  Bnnyon'o  "  Pilgrim'*  Progress," 
Weem'*  "  Life  of  Washington,"  and  tho 
poem*  of  Robert  Bums.  Tho  "life  of 
■Washington"  hn  borrowed,  and  having 
thrust  It  one  night  between  the  log*  of  the 
cabin,  thattt  might  be  at  hand  a*  soon  a* 
there  was  light  to  read  by,  he  awoke  to 
find  It  soaked  through  and  through  by 
rain.
